The bill covers 43 printed pages and 


alleges conspiracies and frauds, not 
only in the conduct of the 'Frisco re- 
ceivership, but in the purchase of the 
•Frisco by the Aichison Astern and its 
management 
by the Atchison. Mr. 


Braman sues on behalf of himself, the 
holder of $115,000 worth of consoli- 
dated mortgage bonds of the SL Louis 
and San Francisco Railway company, 
and of all other holders of,consolidated 
•Frisco bonds. 


The complainant aanies as defend- 


ants the St. Louis and San Francisco 
railway, the defunct company, and the 
St Louis and San Francisco railroad 
Its successor, organized by the fore- 
closure purchasers. He also names the 
Mercantile Trust company, trustee un- 
der the consolidated bonds; Aldace F. 
Walker and John McCook, receivers o( 
the 'Frisco and Atchison; Louis Fitz- 
gerald, Jr., Kennedy Todd, Benjamin 
P. Cheney, Max M. Sellgman, Charles 
3. Gleed, James A. Blair, Sigmund Als- 
berg, Samuel C. Eastman, members of 
the reorganization committee. 
. Mr. Braraan in his pniyer petitions 
the circ*t court to declare the fore- 
closure sale of the 'Frisco to be null 
a.nd void, to enjoin the the officers of 
the St. Louis and San Francisco rail- 
way from using any kind of bonds on 
tie property, and to appoint receivers 
for the St. Louis and Sau Francisco 
railway and 
the St. Louis and San 


Francisco railroad. 


He says that in order to Induce 


United States Judge Caldwell to sign 
the decree of foreclosure ot thft 'Frisco, 
which he did last April, the def«ndants 
conspired to make false representa- 
tions and reports to Judge Caldwell.

.Data Relative t» Kuwb«r of Penan* 


Unemployed. 


Washington, Nov. 17.—Hon. Carroll 


D. Wright, commissioner in charge of 
the eleventh ccasus, has transmitted 
to the secretary of the interior a spe- 
cial report on the statistics of occupa- 
Sons. 


The census bulletin on occupations. 


Issued more than a year and a half ago, 
gave only the bare numebers of per- 
sons engaged in remunerative work at 
the census of l.SOO, but this special re- 
port presents detailed information. It 
gj>tnvs for iho nrst time In census work 
the number of colored persons engaged 
in occupations. 


The moist interesting feature of tho 


report relates to the question of the 
unemployed. Similar data relative tc 
the tmoj|ip!oyt?d were collected at the 
census of 1SSO, but were not compiled. 


There were 22,733.661 persons 10 


years of age and over engaged in gain- 
ful occupations in 1880, of whom 18,- 
821.090 were fiiales and 
3,914,571 fe- 


males. 
Of these 3.013.137 males and 


510.613 females-or a total of 3,523,730" 
persons were unemployed at. their prin- 
cipal occupations during some part, of 
the census year ending May 31. 1S90. 
Of the whole number of persons so un- 
employed 1,S1S,S65 were unemployed 
from one to three months, 1,368,418 
from four to six months and 330,44? 
from seven to 12 months.

TbK may seem very extraordinary 


to those who imagine a convent as n 
prison or a tomb, but it is certain 
that tho unchanging convent has re- 
mained just what it was when Rous- 
seau was both praising and blaming 
it. The boarding pupils still play 
many games and have plenty of ex- 
ercise, and the result is that they 
are usually in very good health. The 
calm serenity of the moral atmos- 
phere surrounding them seems to 
preserve them from all nervous ex- 
citement Besides the convents—and 
I refer to tho great convents such as 
tho Sacred Heart, the Roule or Les 
Oiseanx—are still the places where 
women are best prepared for appear- 
ing well in society. How is this 
done? By keeping up old traditions, 
the special formulas of a fortunately 
vanished period when a young girl 
left the convent only to be married. 
She was then at once supposed to ig- 
nore no single shade of etiquette, to 
do nothing awkward, to be armed 
from head to foot for the grand cere- 
mony of her presentation at court. 


These may be pnerile formulas, 


but they separated one, once for all, 
from the common people, and they 
are still preserved behind those great 
walls that immure the past. In ad- 
dition, tho nuns, who are the guard- 
ians of thesB traditions, frequently 
belong to aristocratic families. This 
atmosphere of hostility to all prog- 
ress, this silent protest against both 
the good and the evil of modern 
times confounded in the same tacit 
reproach, are the convent's worst 
features. 


It would seem like a scene from 


the middle ages if an American Prot- 
estant could see the parlor of the 
celebrated convent of the Visitan- 
dines, whero little girls come to talk 
on Sundays to their relation's behind 
a double set of narrow gratings. Sot 
all convents are cloistered. There 
are somewhere no grating separates 
parents and children, but there is al-
